wherein the needle is behdable when the shield part and the handle part are locked 
together, whereby the bendable needle provides a biasing effect between the locking 
mechanism on the shield part and the handle part, and whereby the bendable needle closely 

abuts on the shield to ensure that uninten ded contact with the needle is avoided.
